THE WORLD’S CHIEF RACE TO BE RUN NEXT WEEK 



Historieally mid sentimentally tbe Epsom Derby is pre-eminently the chief rac-e of the world No less 
a celebrity than Disraeli duhlied it the “Blue Ribaud of the Tiirf.” an apiiellatioii aecepti-d as appropriate 
to the event. It Is the amhitiou of all English turfmen, from the king down, to at some time win tlie 
IK-iliy and this is an ambition shared in hy tlie lending turfmen of other lands. The race of this year will 
le mil next M tmiiesday, June 5. It Is invested with more than an ordiiiar.v measure of interest to Amerl- 
ciiiis. for the reason that an .\iu«Tjciin-bred csdt is now n prime farorite for the race and cOviouslv pos- 
a great ehauee of duplicatiug the triumph of Iroi|uois in 1881. Besides Iroquois no otlier .Aiiierican- 
br. d csdt has ever wiMi the Derby, although many have essayinl the diffleiilt task. Another American owner 
otber than Pierre Lonllard has once won the Derby, but it was with an English-bred colt leased from its 
liteeder. This was in lt»01, when tbe lati- William C. Whitney earrleil off tlie great race with Voloilvovskl 
" hen he won the Two Tlioiisaml Guineas Rweeper II. seemed to have decisively taken the measure of 
all other Derby candidates of prominence exi-ept Lomond, and the signal defeat of the latter in the Xew- 
timiket Slakes at the rec-ent Newiharket .Second Spring meeting appeared to deprive him of auv how 
cf Derby honors. That Swee|ier II. should become a firmly established favorite after laimond’s failure was 
simply a matter of the purest racing logic. After that meeting was over the vict*»rv of King George’s 
Piutadeaii in the Payne Stakes really seenietl to iioilit to him as, tai public form, about' tlie most dangeious 
oPIMiiieiit Sweewr Ij- would lie called iqion to meet lii tbe Derby. There is. however, another .American eolt 
■ *f iio mean pretensions in the race, of which little has been heard In coniii-etion with it. This Is the colt 
Cataract, by Ben Brush— Running Stream, for whieh T. Pilkiiigtoii gave a Idg iirlee at the sale of James R 
KiH-ne s liorses in training last fall. With last year’s St. larger winner. Prince Palatine as bis taskmaster' 
lie lias iKH'ii in steady training at Wlmtcombe, but lias, up to latest adviws. not b«*en mentioned in tlie 
future ladtiiig ou the Derh.v. However, Sweeper II. was soiiiewliat tlic better two year-old and may lie tlie 
latter tbree-year-olU. At any rate, so far as the exiiosed public form of the vear is concerned, he should 
win Hie race.

PREDICTS IMPROVED PRICES FOR YEARLINGS. 

The Louisville C<iurler Journal, in summing up the 
rt“suits of the recent Clinrehill Ibjwns meeting, has 
this to say; 

•‘Tlu; fifteen dajs’ stiring meeting of the New 
I,<niisviile .lockey Club which closeil yesterday. Is 
proiK.uiiccd by .Manager M. J. Winn and his associ- 
ates to Ik' tile most siieer‘.ssful spring season of rac- 
ing ill the long history of tlie Churchill Downs track. 
This is not onl.v from a tinaneiul point of view, but 
al.so holds tnie concerning the character of the rac- 
ing and the great interest the public evinced in the 
siKirt. While the weather at times was not all that 
could have been desired, it seemingly had little 
effwt on the public patronage, and regardless of the 
day of tlie week, pi’ople tlocketl to the Downs iii 
large nmiibms. The iiicri'ase in tlie value of the 
piir.ses aided I lie liorseuien materially, and as a re- 
sult there were no signals of distress aroimil the 
I stables when the mei'ting clos«-d. 

"The racing here tills spring left the impression 
that the running of horses in rich stakes and vulu 
able purses (iroves racing in Kentucky si ill king of 
all sports, and tlie even wagering in the pari-mutuel 
IvKil.s on each race seems to indicate that money is 
plentiful iu the ’Old Commonwealth’ this year. The 
sale of a two-year-old gelding for $12.d(iO during 
the meeting: a thre«--.vear-old fur a sura around 
$5,000, and a four-year-old in the auction ring f, r 
$2,500, shows that the market for good race liorses 
is still firm and -that a gooil price is easily uhtainab’e 
for any performer wliieli can show goml winning 
form. Hreislers are enthusiastic over the success 
of the meeting and antbdpate as a result a great 
improvement in the yearling thoroughbred market 
this year. _ 

"Judge Charles F. Price looks upon the racing 
here this spring as the cleanest and most wiiolesoiue 
he has ever witnessed In his long experience as a 
racing oflieial. During the fifteen days of the meet 
iug he never had occasion to investigate a single 
race, and what few cases of the ‘In and out run- 
ning of horses’ there were at this meeting were 
easily to be explained and called for no igficiul iu- 

vcstlgat ion. ” 

HOW THEY DO IT IN FRANiDE. 

William Northey, secretary of the Montreal Jookey 
Club, in speaking of the installation of a couple of 
pari-mutuel maebines at Blue Bonnets this spring, 
sold: ‘‘The matter has been under consideration 

for a long time and is In the nature of an experi- 
ment. The parl-iimtuel machines for betting pur- 
poses in eouneetion witli horse racing had llielr 
origin in the abuses of tbe botikraakers in France. 
In 1880 the owners asked the government for tiie 
suppression of the bookmakers. It was done, iait 
then they found tliat racing without betting wonhl 
not pay,’ and iu 1891 tlie iiari-uintuel system was 
evolved. 

The racing law then passisl was as follows; 

“(a) No racing club to be appolnteil in France 
unless with the approval of the Minister of Agri- 
culture. 

“(b) No club to bo appointed if it does not as- 
sume by Itself a character of encouragement, i. e., 
without laying aside individual profits, either for 
the directors or sharelioiders, tlieir profits lieing 
absolutely reserved to the fund of racing allow'ances. 

“(c) The authorization to run with tlie ready 
money pari-mutuel on the race courses with th«‘ 
sutierVision of the Inspector of Finances will only 
be granted to the racing clubs whose profits will be 
exclnsivelv kept by the clubs and with tlie sts*cial 
condition 'that part of the percentage levied on the 
money invested goes to the state, applying tlie 
same to tlie encouragement of agriculture find liorse 
breeding us well as to cliarity Isiards.” 

These are the regulations under which the racing 
clubs are holding their lialilllties in France since 
the year l.s;il. At present ttc receipts of the clubs 
have increased iu a great proportion and the total 
amount of money Investisl iu the pari-mutuel lia.s 
reached tlie sum of $;;.-s>.o00,ii0O a year, providing 
in ilial wav $‘20.lHX).0ti8 for addeil money for rac- 
ing and $14.t)0t>,000 for th© state’s liieoiiie auniialiy.
